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HOW TO PLANT YOUR TREES 


BASS trees come ready to plant, and will not require any 
additional pruning. Never allow roots to dry out, but wet 
roots as soon as you can, and if not ready to set out at once 
dig a trench and put roots in and cover well. Use water 
when planting trees; when hole is about three-fourths filled 
with earth, fill with water, let water soak in, and then finish 
filling with earth. Plant trees to the same depth they stood 
in the nursery; you can tell easily by the color of the bark. 
Have a large hole for your trees, a little larger than the roots 
would require. Do not bend the roots. Keep ground around 
trees cultivated all summer, and never let grass or weeds 
grow too near to take up moisture and nourishment. Fre- 
quent shallow cultivation is recommended. Do not put 
fertilizer in the hole, but put this out around on top of the 
soil out from the tree, and work in well. Do not put any tile 
down to water or feed trees, as this lets air down to dry 
the soil. 


No pruning is necessary after trees branch high enough 
above ground. 


Grafts (scions) or buds 5¢ each. No less than 50 sold. Grafting 
wax $1.00 the pound. 


Be sure to inspect trees on arrival and be sure to get an 
inspection report if any should be damaged in transit to you.
